While we would not detract in any de¬ 
gree from the exalted character and 
high responsibility justly belonging 
Jo those professions, we think that 
equal consideration may be rightly 
claimed for the Teachers. 

▲re they learned? So in the same 
Sense are the Teachers, Are they im¬ 
portant to the well being of society 
8o are the Teachers. It has seemed 
to ns highly proper thst the Teachers 
should be classed among the learned 
professions, and, indeed, that it ia ne¬ 
cessary to oomplete that airde. The 
Physician cares for the body—the 
Clergyman for the aonl—the Law¬ 
yer for the goods and chattels, the 
property—the Teacher for the mind. 

It ia tha doty of the medical profes¬ 
sion to investigate and expound the 
laws of health, and to notify physical 
disorders It is Included in the Legal 
profession to explain the civil law, and 
protect citizens in their rights. It is 
incumbent on tha Clerical profession 
to concern itself about the moral con¬ 
dition of society, to dedare the way 
of salvation, and, as ambassa d ors lor 
Ood, to beseech sinners to be roeoa* 
cited to Him. 

It appertain* to the Edocational pro 
feaaioo, to work upon the immortal 
mind, to watch and govern the develop¬ 
ing intellect, to expend and strengthen 
iu several faculties in harmonious pro¬ 
portion, to discipline lU powers, and 
store it with various and well adapted 
knowledge. To n certain extent, and 
in a very important degree, the Educa¬ 
tor embraces the other thro* profession# 
in hia. He teaches the law* of phyai- 
ology, and inodes tea the principles of 
health preservation ; he teaches politi¬ 
cal eeooomy and constitutional Jaw, 
the relation* of society, and the rights 
and Immunities of Ite various stem- 
bars; he cultivates the affection of the 
heart, sod teaches the obligations of 
Christianity and claim* of Ood, and 
imbues the youthful mind with ssoh-mo 
sense of it# moral responsibility. 


bntion such a combination of qualities? 
He needs patience in no atinted mea¬ 
sure ; be needs experience, firmness, 
■elf-control, forbearance, ingenuity, 
perseverance, learning, religion, and 
above all, common aenae. May we 
not conolade, tben, in view of ite simi¬ 
larity of character, that the Educator's 
profession ebon Id be included among 
the learned professions, hereafter to 
number four instead of three? We 
know that an objector may urge the 
inferior character, limited intelligence, 
and obvious disqualification of msDy 
that undertake the guide and instroc* 
tioo of youth. Bat are there no quacks 
in medicine?—no empyric* in law?—no 
ignoramuses and hypocrites in theol¬ 
ogy? We think the objection lie* in 
oearly su equal degree against all the 
professions. 

While there ia no profearioh more 
laborious—more self-denying, nor com- 
mouly more thankless, we think It da* 
to this one, that the qualified, ex¬ 
perienced, successful teacher, should 
be eligible to a degree that would at 
once indicate bis character in his pro¬ 
fession, and confer honor and dignity 
upon it.

His only living descendant, n great 
grand child, ia a girl of nineteen, sod 
must drop ner family name oa catering 
into matrimonial relations. 

While he fervently desired to have bla 
family * power ia the Christian world 
by a united, hearty oo-eperatiou uader 
tha bannei^of tho Protestant faith, we 
find this, the last of his liM, n disciple 
of the Romsa Church, whioh he so cor¬ 
dially abhorred.

But Fame, whose very birth ia posthu¬ 
mous, and whioh is only hnovm to exist 
by the echo of its footsteps through con¬ 
genial minds, can neither be increased 
nor diminished by any degree of wil- 
fulness. 

Wbst light is in the natural world, 
Moh is fame in the intellectual . both 
requiring an atmosphere iu order to be¬ 
come perceptible. Hence tbe fame of 
Michael Angelo is, to some minds, a 
nonentity ; even as the sun itself 
wonld be invisible in vscao. 

Fame has no necessary coojnnctiou 
with praise : it may exist without the 
breath of • word : it is a recognition, 
of excellence, which must be felt, but 
neen act be spoken .Even the suviona 
must feel it: feel it, and hate it in 
silence. 

I cannot believe, Hist any man who 
deserved fame, ever labored for it: 
that is, directly For as fame is bat 
the contingent of excellence, it goald 
be like an attempt to project a shadow 
before its snbstanoe wm obtained. 
Many, however, have so fancied : “ I 
write and paint for fcme," has often 
been repeated: It shonld have been, 
“ I write, I paint for reputation.” All

Plating at chest ia the most ancient 
and moat universal game known among 
men ; for ite original ia beyond the 
memory of history, nod it hns, for nnm- 
beriesn ague, been the amusement of 
ail tbe civilised nation* of Asia, the 
Pfliwaiaa, tbe I n d iana, and the Chinese. 
Europe has had it above a thousand 
years ; the Spaniards have spread It 
over their part of America; and it hM 
lately began to make Its appearance 
in the United States. It Is so interest¬ 
ing in itself, m not to need the view of 
gain to induoe engaging in it; sad 
tbe no* It fa seldom played for money. 
Those, therefore, who have leisure for 
sooh diver si on*, cannot find one that ia 
mom innocent; and tbe fallowing piece, 
written with a view to correct (among 
a few friends) some little improprieties 
in the practice of it, shows at the same 
time that it may, in ite effects on the 
mind, be not merely Innocent, bat ad- 
vantageoas, to the vanquished As well 
m victor. 

The game of chess in not merely an 
idle amusement.
